CRIME AND LABOR. 


By an official report made public the 


other day of the financial concerns of 
one of the New York State prisons it ap- 
pears that the crime of the State foots 
up very satisfactorily for the public 
purse. It not only does not cost the 
people a cent for the support of the 
stalwart rogues who are condemned for 
:heir crimes, but the labor of the rogues 
feeds and clothes them, pays the ex- 
penses of the prison and gives a profit. 
This showing causes an exchange to re- 
mark: 


No more satisfactory account than 


,hat can be given of a State prison, 
jrime is commonly one of the costliest 
inrdens that a community has to bear. 
Aside from tke injury it does indirectly 
to industry and commerce it entails 
everywhere the expense of an enormous 
>olice and an elaborate judicial system, 
ind finally the expense of the support 
of State prisons and the world of crim- 
nalsintbem. No-community's paupers 
cost it more than its criminals, and the 
cost to the public in the American com- 
munities for the support of paupers and 
criminals together is a burden upon in- 
dustry and capital equivalent to the sup- 
;x>rt of nobles and aristocrats in the 
iountries afflicted with that sort of cat- 
le. But there are some people who do 
not like the notion that criminals in 
prison should support themselves. They 
regard their labor as an injurious com- 
petition with the labor of honest men 
jutside. But the citizen who judges for 
iimself may judge which he would pre- 
!er—that a burglar up for ten years shall 
lass that time in a cell, while he at 
work on tire outside is taxed for that 
prisoner's support, or that the burglar 
ihall be made to earn his own living 
and contribute what he may to lighten 
the common load of taxation. 


The Nevada State Prison is a source 


of great tax to us—nearly $80,000 per 
year. We doubt if it can ever be made 
self-sustaining in its presint place. If 
its location was Reno, where the water 
power of the Truckee could be used, 
thus enabling the prisoners to be kept 
constantly employed, in making boots 
and shoes, furniture, etc,, or a woolen 
mill be run inside the walls, the State 
would be saved a greater part, if not all, 
of the expense now sustained.

Cheering signs of life have here and 


ihere been seen in leading stocks during 
the past week, though the advances 
iiave not been very great nor yet perma- 
nent. It is good, however, to see some- 
thing in the way of an upward move- 
ment occasionally, even though it may 
not be long sustained. Bubbles on the 
mining pot are better than a dead calm. 
Although rapid progress is not being 
made in the Sierra Nevada, all continues 
very favorable in the bottom of the in- 
cline. 
The material encountered is 


mostly 
quartz 
filled 
with seams 


and feeders of rich ore, which are 
doubtless offshoojts from the main body 
over which the incline is passing. 


In the "Mexican, Union Consolidated 


and Ophir all is progressing as favor- 
ably aa could be desired. All the drifts, 
winzes and upraises are being pushed 
as rapidly as possible, and all are en- 
countering material of a very promising 
appearance. No bad features are seen 
in any of the openings now being made 
n the north end mines. Even where 
hard blasting rock is encountered, it is 
vein porphyry of that nature spoken of 
as "kindly." 


In the Ophir they are finding many 


seams of low-grade ore in their deepest 
workings. These all have a dip to the 
west. This would seem to indicate that 
:he west ledge, passed about the 1800 
level, and not much looked after since 
the finding of the east or Hardy vein, is 
igain making and is at no great distance 
aehind the incline. As a crosscut will 
be sent back to the west at the 2300 
level, and no doubt at certain points 
above the whereabouts and character of 
the west ledge, so long left to take care 
of itself, will now soon become known. 


In the great ore channel at the north 


end—a stream of vein porphyry nearly 
2,000 feet in width—deposits of ore are 
likely to be found both east and west, 
indeed in any part, as it is all a fertile 
metaliferous belt. 
Arrangements are 


now almost completed whereby a clean 
sweep in the way of exploration will be 
made of a vast extent of virgin ground, 
and at a great depth. It is quite prob- 
able that what the Sierra Nevada folks 
now have is their west vein, a vein cor- 
responding to the old west vein in the 
Ophir, and that to the eastward lies 
another great ore body, the southern or 
tail end of which is now exposed in the 
Ophir, where it is known as the Hardy 
vein. A drill should be run east at the 
2200 and 2400 levels of the Sierra Ne- 
vada to test the nature of the ground in 
that direction. 


At the Belcher and Crown Point the 


prospects are now very .encouraging, 
and considerable quantities of ore al- 
most rich enough to mill have already 
been found. 


At the Imperial they are also en- 


countering occasional seams of ore. 
They will soon be in a position to do 
some telling work at that point, through 
the new air connection with the Yellow 
Jacket on the 2400 level. 


The Altft and Benton are now about 


ready to show up the levels on which 
they have so long been drifting, and 
when they do so will be able to take out 
and mill ore at once. 


The North Bonanza and Flowery mines 


cannot be kept back much longer, as 
they are inclined to open up to some 
extent of their own accord—witness the 
late breaking in of the water through 
the east clay wall of the vein. This 
volunteer tapping of the vein leaves but 
little more tapping to do, and when the 
water is out some portion of the vein is 
likely to be seen. The pumps are work- 
ing well and the water will soou be out. 


CAUCUS MISRULE. 


Republican Congressmen have on 


more than one occasion resorted to cau- 
cus legislation, io opposition to the best 
public sentiment of the party, and they 
cannot now complain when the Demo- 
crats are applying the system with mer- 
ciless rigor and effectiveness.

••NATO it OONKUNe'S BPBBCH ON 


THE ARMY BILL, 


[PrtM DUpalcn.] 


The overshadowing feature of interest 


at the capital Thursday was the long ex- 
pected speech of Senator Co'nkling on 
the Army bill. His audience in point 
of numbers and distinction equaled, if 
it did not exceed, that which crowded 
the'Senate Chamber on the occasion < of 
Blaine'a opening speech at the com- 
mencement of the pending debate, and 
it is safe to say that no speech of similar 
length in recent years has'commanded 
or better rewarded such close attention 
throughout its entire delivery. Although 
rich iti legal and constitutional argu- 
ments and characterized by resources of 
philosophical thought, it was, as Conk- 
ling himself avowed in his closing sen- 
tence, a political speech for the country 
rather than an argument designed tj in- 
fluence the vote on the bill before the 
Senate. Viewing it in this light, there 
is to-night no difference of opinion in 
Washington among men of both politi- 
cal parties as tu its remarkable breadth 
and ability. Several of its points of ar- 
guments against the proposal repeal of 
the law authorizing the use of troops to 
keep the peace at the Federal elections 
were very fresh and striking. 
For in- 


stance, he argued that this authority is 
not in fact derived from that law, but 
from the law of 1875 and from that of 
1795 and from the Constitution itself— 
the Act of 1865 having been passed not 
to coiif«r pjwer bit to define and re- 
strain it. So also in bupport of his 
proposition that this authority is still a 
necessity in time of peace. 
He dilated 


with glowing eloquence and most im- 
yressive oratorical effect upon the al- 
leged election outrages in New York 
city, and boldly charged that the Demo- 
cratic purpose in their proposed emas- 
culation of the existing statute is to 
make such frauds and outrages easy of 
accomplishment in the future. His ar- 
gument that the threatened refusal to 
make appropriations would be revolu- 
tionary, because the Constitution posi- 
tively requires Congress to appropriate 
for public service the money received 
from the people and allows discretion 
only as to the amounts, was still more 
novel, but was enforced by reasoning of 
a high grade of logical power. Among 
the many other noticeable features of 
this remarkable speech may be noticed 
the ...incidental but very earnest ex- 
pressions by which Qonkling indicated 
his expectation and desire that Grant 
should receive the next Bepubiican 
nomination for the presidency. 
Conk- 


ling at the conclusion of his speech was 
congratulated by so many of the Bepub- 
iican auditors on the floor that for several 
minutes it was impossible for the busi- 
ness of the Senate to proceed. About 
half of the members of the House of 
Representatives occupied seats on the 
floor of the Senate during the delivery 
of Conkhng's speech, and among his 
attentive auditors were also noticeable 
Secretaries Kvarts, Sherman audThomp- 
bon and General Sherman. His speech 
consumed exactly three hours, and from 
first to last was purely extempore, ex- 
cept that he occasionally referred to a 
few brief notes or headings.

As well as a Moit Fashionable, Tasty and Well Selected Stock of 


BEECHER'S POSITION. 


[New York Letter to Cincinnati Commercial,] 


What has been the effect of the great 


scandal upon Henry Ward Beecher's life 
and work? There is no difference to be 
detected 
in and 
around Plymouth 


Church, save that he exhibits less of 
that exuberance of spirit which welled 
out of every line of his countenance and 
word of his mouth, and which was re- 
sponded to and assisted by his arms, his 
body and his legs. His congregations 
are greater than ever. His flock is seem- 
ingly devoted to him and fascinated by 
his words, 
His pews sold lately for 


about the same as the average of fifteen 
years back, save, of course, the one 
year wheu.$100,000 was raised for him. 
His mission schools are prospering and 
his Sunday school is overflowing. 
The 


people of Brooklyn talk no more about 
the scandal. Tiltou has gone to New 
York, Moulton has taken up his abode 
in another city. Mrs. Tilton is in se- 
clusion at Williamsburg. Beecher keeps 
on with his church work the same as 
ever. 


But outside of Plymouth Church and 


Brooklyn? Ah! there the effect of the 
scandal crops out. Mr. Beecher is no 
lojger the public man that he was. 
Time waa when he mode the chief 
speech at the annual New England din- 
ner—and what a speech it was! buddlmg 
with wit, sparkling with humor, noble 
for its eloquence, admired for its senti- 
ment—a perfect speech. 
Since the 


scandal broke out Mr. Beecher has not 
been invited to the New England dinner. 
He speaks no more at banquet boards, 
at college commencements, at church 
dedications and statement 
funerals. 


He does not seek these things, his 
friends say. 
They are not offered to 


him, 
reply his enemies. No longer does 


he discuss from Plymouth pulpit the 
vital political questions of the day. 
Some remarks on the Chinese problem 
in lecture have been quoted recently. 
But it is now more than a year since 
any word of his has attracted public at- 
tention, and then he wan miareported 
in an incidental reference to the labor 
question; it was the first time for more 
than a year before that time. It looks 
to those who disinterestedly watch him 
as though Mr. Beecher is endeavoring 
to attract as little public attention as 
possible, and that he is endeavoring to 
give Plymouth Church the very best 
work of which he is capable, and it is 
quite likely that the public and Ply- 
mouth Church are satisfied that lie should 
do so.

CHAIIGI£ Of TH8 LIGHT OAIfiAUE 


A survivor of the celebrated ride into 


the jaws of death, gives, in the Boston 
Commercial Bulletin, the 
following 


graphic picture of the charge: 


Lord Cardigan's eye glanced us over; 


then spurring his horse forward a few 
paces, he said: 


"My men, we have received orders to 


silence that battery." 


"My God!" my brother ejaculated. 


Then, grasping my hand, he said: 


"Fred, my dear fellow, good-bye; we 


don't know what may happen. God 
bless yon; keep close to me—" 


What more might have been said was 


lost in Lord Cardigan's ringing shout of: 


"Charge!" 
We went in at a trot; the trot changed 


to a canter, and the canter to a gallop. 


Through the lines I could see Lord 
'ardigan several horse-lengths ahead, 
idiug as steadily as if he was on a pa- 
ade. New, to tell the plain truth, 
when we had ridden a short distance, 
ay 100 paces, I felt terribly afraid. The 
ruth flashed upon me in a moment that 
we was riding into a position that would 
ixpose us to a fire on both flanks, as well 
is from the fire of the battery in front 
of us, which we had been instructed to 
ilence. I said to myself, "This is a 
ride to death!" but I said it loud enough 
or my brother to hear, and he answered 
and said: 


"There goes the first!" 
The first was Lord Lucan's aide de- 


camp, Capt. Nolan, who, after making 


slight detour, was crossing our left to 
oin us m the charge. A cannon ball 
iad just cut him in two as my brother 
ipoke. 


Wy heart leaped into my mouth and 


I almost shrieked with fear, but I re- 
strained myself, and setting jay teeth 
iard I rode on. A moment later the 
rifle bullets from the sharpshooters on 
:he hillside began to whistle about our 
ears. Saddles are emptied at every step. 
Then came the whistling shot and 
shrieking shell, and tore through our 
quadroons, mangling men and horses, 
plowing bloody furrows through and 
through our ranks. Then my fear left 
me. My whole soul became filled with 
the thirst of revenge, and I believe that 
the same spirit animated every man in 
the ranks. Their eyes flashed and they 
ground their teeth and pressed closer 
together. The very horses caught the 
mad spirit and plunged forward, as if 
impatient to lead us to our revenge and 
theirs. At this time there was not much 
to be seen. A heavy, dense smoke hung 
over the valley but the flaming mouths 
of the guns revealed themselves to our 
eyes at every moment as they belched 
forth their murderous contents of shot 
and shell. 


Now a shot tore through our flanks, 


then a shell plowed an oblique and 
bloody furrow from our right front to 
our left rear; anon a recohitting shot 
rose over our front ranks, fell into our 
center and hewed its way to the rear, 
making sad havoc in its passage. 
Oh! 


that was a ride! Horses ran riderless, 
and men bare-headed, and splashed 
with the blood of their comrades,pressed 
closer and closer and ground their teeth 
harder, and mentally swore a deadlier 
revenge as their numbers grew smaller. 


Alone and in front rode Cardigan, still 


keeping the same- distance ahead. His 
charger was headed for the center of the 
battery. 
Silently we followed him. Up 


to thi* time neither my brother nor my- 
self had received the slightest scratch, 
although we were now riding side by 
side yitb comrades who at the start 
were separated from us by several files. 
We reached the battery at last. Up to 
this time we had ridden, in silence, but 
what a yell burst from us as we plunged 
in among the Russian gunners. Well it 
would have been for them if they hod 
killed us all before we reached them, 
They had done too much and too little. 
They had set us on fire with passion. 
Only blood could quench our thirst for 
revenge, We passed through the bat- 
tery like a whirlwind, sa'oreing the gun- 
ners in the passage. I don't believe one 
of thent lived to tell the tale of that ride. 
Out of the battery and into the brigade 
—an army it was—of cavalry. Our 
charge was resistless. 


The Russians fell before our eabres as 


corn before a reaper. 
They seemed to 


have no power of resistance. Aud there 
was no lack of material to work upon.
